Nothing ba^ beoO bo inisUiiderHLOOd by CTcq Lbe q](»t 
liberiLl thinkera, Tiotbin^ hw been fo rarefiillj aroliieil 
by tlio greatcat adnsiierv of the youtti^r VaitCj as the 
oainre of hispeenllar opinions In religion. But these

It waa DO common lUTTiy thia—it wai i bind of inctk 
who hid token up aims for a grEit public ctuio^ and 
who hvl 0 light !o aome inftuenoe, ud due not incon- 
siderablej in the right direction of the viouniei won by 
their own valcmr, for ibs security of their own hoitiei- 
Iji ibk Tiew it Ii certiio that Vane now counlenoocod the 
aeiinre of ibe king by Joyc^^ ond Fairfax's march to 
London for tbo purpose of overawing the presbyteriani. 
Hitherto be had no iltstrust of Cromwell. The exertiorta 
of ihat gi^t soldier in thU crina hwl been aU republlran 
in their tendoneyi aineu in favouring, or it least not re- 
risting, the organtution of the agitiEor* and other milt- 
taiy coimcUst be wai rwMng up the very mtet instni- 
mob i of dospotUm^an armed and enthuaUiUc demo¬ 
cracy. 

The dtBgraccful London rtota in favour of the pres- 
hyterians^ Completed ibe sony work set oil foot by that 
party, and determined Vine's last icrnpbrL He look 
the opportunity of removing with sevmd other mrtn- 
bers^ and the speakers of both boLioef^ to Fwrfax^s

Another eotry^ of lha date 
of the 15th of February in the tune year^ fontiuTved 
instnirtloiiS to the oouncit of ktatOj le^ujHog them to 
aupprcfu the atiomptn of any who ahouM pretend title 
to the hingly goYemment, from the late Iting^ or from, bli 
■on^ or fjotn any other penon. The attomey.p^encnl 
inaiated that the former part uf thne iciitmeiioni ihowed 
an intemt to destroy the jimon nf the king; and that 
the lattei part ihowed an Ldtemt to destroy the 
lari^ly government, it ippeaied from another entry 
in the jouitiaisj of the J4(h of Febnury^ 1(^49, 
that the piisoner had been eho«n a member of 
of ihc eouueil of ataa, and had acted upm the in- 
tmiedant befoTc mentioned^ nfvd unudly lat in the 
eounch ; and that he had also arte<l ms UFuarer of the 
niTy+ The fact of his titling aa tormber, in a cuin- 
niitiee of cauncili was also proved by wiinesBcs^ It 
wia further prored^ that in 1651 be waa appointed 
preddemt of the coLuicd of aijitt^ and aa jrach Jigned 
orden for mUiLary n|uipinentL Another entry waa 
ftaid^ dated 7th of May, from whteh it appeared 

that a committee of raiety had been appointed for the 
canr of the conimonwealth^ and thnt the pHsoner waa 
one of its tnembeni, and aa aueh had acteii in conference 
with foreign imbaasaAlorf^ and nominaieiJ offiem to 
ccmiminda In the army, and had maile Bevenl orden^ 
and acted m Yorimu other waya Jn the aervice of ihe 
comtnonwnJth. A witness of the name exf Manh 
proved that the prisoner propoftHl a new motlel of ihe 
gorrrmnvnij Whiteiocite presiding in the chair; and 
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tlut CM of fkarEioiliira profHHcd wiJ i rtioloiion 
decUfing il dcstnictit^ to thtf p^ipIt i liberty to admit 
pnj king into power* An&tliLT wittiees stated ih-nt he 
bdiem! aif Henrj Vane had pro^&dl sMi n^lulioo 
ic the chasmian; and aflinntfd poiitirely that he gate 
Fca&oiiE ii] Lls support, A liuid proted that sir J[enirj 
Vane hvl bteii at the head of a company of *diliefa in 
Scutliwork.* 

Such wiLfi ihe fulwtancfl of the evidence in support of 
the proHtrudoti* Sir Henry Vane wn now calW upon 
for hii He argued* flest* in point of law^ that

All these inasicrly ugumetna lo kir^ and appeals m

The four bilia embodying 
the condilioEiA of tmtyj were Mnl to tlie king for hii 
Tbe Scots commlMlpnerE arrived ai the liie 
of XV'^Sgbl eTAOtly one day later ihan the cocnmiBsionera 
of the parliAii^iit^ mt] with much fnrmillty iltUveml to

their ^wpr tftidiini^red by tbo oxcltuiva and iDioloniiE 
▼iewa of the prvibyieiiana — they merely acepped oat 
of the ranks whetein ttwy had tint fou^t for hin, bui 
for the Iniercfu of their childroTi and their bont^^ and^ 
ia eitiiena, threw ibeir weight imo the scaJe of parde*^ 
with a demand that those intcre^ might nm be Jiacri^ 
ficed iggin to the preflotnlnance of bigotry or intolcnmcei 
no matter what the form ibey mi^bt OHautne.

The charge atated^ that he^ ihe IHngi 
had been inUnstod wltli a limited power to gorem 
ftecoriling: to law ; being ohligeii to nw that power for 
the benefit of die peoplci and the preservation of iheir 
lightt and libertk*; hut that he had dcBigueii to erect 
in himaelf an unlimited power, and to take away the 
remedy of iEii^vi^tiiteht, tcserv^cd io the fun daiuenml 
constitotiDn, in the right and power of fregiieEit nnd 
tuecemiTe parilaTnenu. Et then proceeded to onumerale 
the prindiui octaaEom on wliich^ in execatiou of his 
pOTjujse of Icrpng ww on the preMBt jmrliaiiientj he 
had rameil the Idood of many ihn ipmn r^B of the free 
people of thie siatioo to be fihed: and it affirmed aB 
thew purposes and ihis war to have h<,«4in carried on« 
for the uplmliliirg a persoiul intetoal of wiU and pewer^ 
and a pretended prercgalive to hictiBclf and his family^ 
ogninbt the puhlte inte^estj and eocniqon right, llbeity, 
jintietj and peace^ of the people of thU uaiiou. ^The 
charge being reiulj the prcaidml demanded Chsrki's 
HniWelf. 

During the rpading Chuica la ^d to hare imiled 
at the words tyrant" and traitor” which i>ccurrvd 
in the course of it But, two or tlicice minuiea after, a 
tririal jinddifnl changed the current of his ihtnighu, and 
gave him a mom awful actiae of the riiuation iu which 
ho $tood. in touching Coke gcEiily on tha ihoulder 
with Ms cane, and bidding him * iEold/ iu gold hew! 
dropped off "; and he, who wjia nccuatomed to be served

to take it up Mmseif. TSii* uiutn in wutl to Jiav* waked 
hit sU[)enftiEion. Il wia no kss calmlnEetJ to afitfct hiiu

He hitl raUinl* howetfetj beforu fbe deiBirad of 
BtiuL«hiw for liii itAwer; ■«[( nfpUnI to it with gttti 
ohihtyj and in o very grave and coUected manner. He 
alaerml that, nert loog btdbra, in the liJc of Wight, he 
hail heett engoptfd iti a incaty with both boUH tff par- 
hament, and Uiat the treaty hud been very near a eon- 
eliuion. He kntw not, therefore, by whdt authori^ be 
bad been brought tlicte, other lhaii the uilboritj of 
iJiiove* and robbera* Ih saw no bouw of iorda in that 
court, and he affirmed that a ting also wai nwsauy to 
cmifttitutE’ a parliasnent. He that he bid a trust 
rqmniitled to him hy Go<h anti deriTed %o him by old 
and lawful deaoent, nmi thai Ive would not betmf ii by 
answering tu a new and liolawfid authorily* He con- 
eluded, thah when he was satisKed of the Authority by 
which be ww brought there to anawer, he would proceed 
further. Brsulahaw at onot* md in n speech of much 
aubllelyj orer-nilwl the objection to the can] potency of 
the court, and onbrn^l the connid to proewiL 

I'he second and third daya of the trial were eouaumed 
in iUflUar iliacouTvn. Tin? court would not allow ibi! 
auihority by which they ml there to bo disputed; and 
tlio king di^rcd that h# might jpre his reasona This 
produce<^l intemiptioti and alEercadon^ The president 
inrnniied him, that the court was Htia^eil of the autho¬ 
rity by which they fat ilicjif, and ihit they oYcr^mled 
his demurrer^ They then caoietl the king's contumacy 
lo he reconled, by which be refuwtl to plead heToro 
them.t 

The fovirth and fifth days of the triiJ were employed 
in heafing witmMs; the court haviiig deicrtniited that.
